CORN TESTER 
PLANS GIVEN. 
BY COLLEGE 


Homemade Boxes Can Ham 
die From Twenty-Five to 
Thirty Bushels a Week. 


Plans for a homemade seed corn 
tester, one capable of handling from 
25 to 30 bushels of corn a week, can 
now be obtained from the agricultural 
college extension service at the Ohio 
State university. 
The need for testing seed corn is as 
great this year as at anytime in Ohio’s 
i history, farm crops men at the uni­ 
versity say. If there is no community 
seed corn tester in operation near you, 
and if you want to test more than a 
fewr bushels, the tester devised by ag­ 
ricultural engineers at the state coir 
loge may suit your needs. 
The tester shown in the plans has 
compartments to accommodate 108 rag 
or paper dolls, each carrying kernels 
from 20 ears. It is so constructed that 
it may easily be knocked down when 
not in use. 
The plans call for a bot­ 
tom platform, an outer and inner box, 
and a water pan.

How climate 
plays a part 
in soil 
formation comes in for discussion in a 
new four page leaflet called “The Soils 
of Ohio,” issued for free distribution 
by the agricultural college 
extension 
’service of the Ohio State university. 
! 
“ Of recent years those who have 
had most to do with soil survey prob­ 
lems have reached the conclusion that 
the one really fundamental factor in­ 
volved in the mak ing of soil is the cli­ 
m ate,” writes 
Professor 
Firm an E. 
Bear, head of the soil department at 
the university, in this February issue 
of Timely Soil Topics. 
“ Irrespective of the 
nature of the 
underlying rock ,” 
he continues, “ we 
find that the soil gives us a record of 
the k ind of climate which the area in 
question has experienced in bygone 
ages. 
“ For example, alk ali soils indicate a 
dry climate. 
Acids oils indicate 
a 
'region of considerable 
rainfall. 
We 
find to the east a vast area of land re­ 
quiring lime and to the west a simi­ 
larly large area of land which is al­ 
r e a d y too alk aline to grow crops. 
In 
Ohio we are about half way between 
mes. 
The explanation 
lies in the climate. 
“ Soils derived from limestone; those 
made from shale; those whose origin 
was sandstone and even those derived 
from granite and other igneous rock s 
under the same 
climatic 
conditions, 
tend to become very similar in com­ 
position both as to size of their parti -
